MEETINU OF THE K0DTENAY VAL- 
LEY COMPANY. LIMITED. 

The first annual general meeting of tho 
shareholders of this company was held in 
Loudon oil tho L'lst ult., Mr. Henry 
Sototi-Karr, M.P., presiding. The at- 
tendance was small. 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen, 1 rise 
to move the adoption ot the directors' re- 
port ami balance-sheet.

GOLDWIN SMITH. 

A brilliant historian and political con- 
trovertialist arrived in this city laHt 
evening in thu person of Prof. Goldwin 
Smith, M.A.,L.L.D., who was born nt 
Reading, Berkshire, on August 13th, 
1823, and was educated at Eton and Ox- 
ford, lie gained, in 1842, the Hertford 
Scholarship, and in 1845 the scholarship 
founded by Dean Ireland. In the luttor 
year ho graduated 15. A. as tirst-class in 
classics, and subsequently lie proceeded 
to the degree of M, A. lie gained the 
Chancellor's prizes for Latin Verso, 1845; 
for the Latin Essay, 1846", on " Qiueiutm 
juerit Mtdierwn apud veteres Qraxos eon- 
ditio '!" and for the English Essay, 1847, 
the subject being " The Political and 
Social Benelits of the Reformation in 
England." In 1847 ho was elected a Fel- 
low of University College, where he acted 
for some time as tutor; and in the same 
year he was called to the bar at Lincoln 1 ! 
Inn, but he has nevur practised law. li 
1850 he was appointed by the Govern 
ment Assistant Secretary of the Royal 
Commission that was charged with the 
duty of inquiring into the state, studies, 
discipline, and revenues of the University 
of Oxford. He was also Secretary to the 
aecond Oxford Commission, winch effected 
many alterations in the constitution and 
government of the University, and was a 
member of the Popular Education Com 
mission appointed in 1858 The same 
year ho was appointed to the Regius Pro 
fessorship of Modem History at Oxford, 
and he held this chair till 1800. His 
tenure of the cliair was marked by tho de 
livery of a large number of brilliant pub 
lie lectures, which, under the guise of 
history, served really as vigorous political 
pamphlets on the Liberal side. Of this 
kind especially were the lectures on Pyiii, 
Cromwell, and Pitt, afterwards delivered 
in the north of England and republished 
Professor Goldwin Smith was a prominent 
champion of the American Federal Gov 
eminent during the Civil War, when he 
wrote "Does the Bible sanction Americi 
Slavery?" 1803; "On tho Morality of the 
Emancipation Proclamation," 1803; and 
othor pamphlets on the same subject, in 
1864 he visited the United States on a 
lecturing tour. Ho met with an enthusi- 
astic reception, and Brown University 
conferred upon him the honorary degree 
of L.L.D. On his return he published 
'•England and America,'' 1805, and "The 
Civil War in America," an address read 
at a meeting of the Manchester Union and 
Emancipation Society, 1800. in Novem- 
ber, 1808, having resigned his chair at 
Oxford, he settled in the United States as 
Professor of English and Constitutional 
History in Cornell University at lthica, 
New York. This post ho occupied till 
1871, when he removed to this country, 
becoming a member of the Senute of tho 
University of Toronto. Ho was for some 
time editor of tho Canadian MbntMy 
(1872-74), and subsequently tho owner 
and editor of the Bystander, Ho brought 
out The Week, of which Prof. C. G. D. 
Roberts was the lirst editor, but has now 
no connection with it. In addition to the 
works mentioned above, ho is the author 
of contributions to the "Anlluihxjia. O. 
wmfia;" "An Inaugural Lecture," 185!); 
"On some supposed consequences of tho 
doctrine of historical progress," a lecture, 
1861; "Rational Religion and tho Ration 
alistic Objections of the Bampton Lec 
tures for 1858," which had been deliverec 
by Dean Mansel, 1801; "The Study of 
History," two lectures, 1801; "Tho Foun- 
dation of the American Colonies," a lec- 
ture, 1801; "Irish History and Irish 
Character," 1801; "Thu Empire. A Ser 
iesof Letters published in the Daily News, 
1802-03," Oxford, 1803; "A Plea for the 
Abolition of Tests in tho University of

editor of tho Daily News, 1888; "The Re- 
lations between America and England. 
A reply to tho late Speech of Mr. Sum- 
ner," 1809; " A Short History of Eng- 
land down to tho Reformation," 18011; 
"William Cowper," 1880; "The Conduct 
of England to Ireland," 1882; and "False 
Hopos," 1883. During his occasional 
visits to England, Mr. Goldwin Smith 
has written much in tho English reviews, 
Mid during the Home Rule Controversy 
of 1880, his influential voice was 
raised on the platform and in the 
press, in the strongest. opposi- 
tion to Mr. Gladstone's proposals. 
He has since held somewhat similar 
views. Of the highest intellect and capable, 
with a well-balanced head, of making a 
groat name for himself, the distinguished 
•object of this article lias as yet failed to 
secure for himself any high place in the 
affections or esteem of Englishmen or 
Canadians. Perhaps this is largely duo 
to tlu* prevalent belief j whether true o 
uot, that ho aims at tho uuveraucu of th 
pleasant relations which at present exist 
between the mother and thu child. The 
day is far distant when the people of the 
Dominion will look with any dogree of 
favor upon the annexation of Canada to 
the United StatuB. Prof. Goldwin 
Smith's many speeches in favor of more 
intimate trade relations with tho United 
States, with the ugly face of Annexation 
always apparently looming up in tho back 



ground, would seem to have fallen upon 
barren Boil indeed. The voice of the elec- 
torate of Canada has.bye-election after bye- 
electinu told by a free and untrainnioled 
ballot that tho glittering chimeras which 
iill some men's souls at this time are not 
shared in by tho great majority of the 
pooplo. 

THE VACANCIES IN PARLIAMENT. 

Tho entire Senate representation for 
the Northwest Territories was filled by 
the calling of Mr. W. D. Porley, M. P. 
for Assiniboia East, to that body. It will 
bo remembered that in the session of 1887 
a bill was passed giving the Northwest 
Territories two seals in the Upper House, 
One of them was Idled by the "calling" of 
Mr. Hardisty, the other remained vacant 
till tho present timu. Six seats in the 
Senate are still vacant (1) by the death of 
Mr. Plumb; (2) by thu appointment of 
Mr. Nelson to tho Lieutenant-Covornor- 
ship of British Columbia; (3) by tho death 
>f Mr. Fortin; (4) by the death of Mr. 
Furrier; (5) by tho death of Mr. Holland; 
(0) by the appointment of Mr. Schultz to 
tho Lieutenant-Governorship of Manitoba. 
It is stated, though not authoritatively, 
that Mr. James Reiil, M. P. for Cariboo, 
will bo selected for tho vacancy in the 
Mainland representation. The following 
seats in the House of Commons are 
vacant: (1) Cardwell, by the death of the 
Hon. Thomas White; (2) Kent, Out., by 
tho unseating of Mr. Campbell, Liberal; 
(3) Colchester, by the resignation of the 
Hon. A. W. McLelan; (4) Provenohor, by 
tho appointment of Mr. Royal to the 
Lieutenant-Governorship of the North- 
West Territories; (5) llaltoll, by tho un- 
seating of Mr. Henderson, Conservative; 
(6) Eastern Assiniboia, by the calling of 
Mr. Porley to the Senate; (7) South 
Lanark, by the acceptance of 
otlico by Mr. Qaggart; (8) Montreal 
East, by tho death of Mr. Coursol. 
The election in Colchester takes place on 
Wednesday next, the candidates being 
Sir Adams (J. Archibald, Conservative; 
Mr. Eaton, Liberal; and Mr. Fulton, 
Prohibitionist. In Ualton the nomination 
will take place on the 15th, and polling 
on the 22nd instant. The candidates are 
Mr. Henderson, Conservative, unseated, 
and Mr. Waldie, Liberal, who was un- 
seated after the general election of 1887, 
when in the contest which followed Mr. 
Henderson, who had opposed him at the 
general, defeated him. Nomination in 
South Lanark takes place on tho 15th 
inst., polling a week later; in East Assini- 
boia tho former on the 12th September 
and the latter on tho 20th. It is quite 
within tho probabilities that the Post- 
master-General and the Minister of the 
Interior will be elected by acclamation 
If, however, tho ( Ip position are desirous 
of testing their strength in those constitu 
encies the Government will doubtless wel 
como the contest.

To Tim EDITOR : I am by residence a 
Vancouverito, and by nativity a Canadian 
and a patriot. Jfou have beard of the 
price of liberty, and eternity is none too 
long, it would appear, the vigil to keep. 
So insidious do the weeds of arbitrary 
power arise to choke the life out of free 
government, that they are long unnoticed; 
yea if Been are not recognized as the old, 
very old, enemy of mankind. 

Von know well the history of the C. P. 
R., and of Vancouver; of the glorification 
the honors showered on particular in- 
dividuals, how tho country drunk on an 
idea, gave and gave and gave. 

Now the idea in itself was good. The 
railway also is good. But with boundless 
wealth what could not even you or I do i 
Indeed, as to building the road, I feel 
like saying after tho Irishman at Niagara 
in response to his friend who had re- 
marked about the vast body of water flow- 
ing over : " Shuro and what the devil is 
there to hinder it," 

You know how this provin.ee gave in to 
tho C. P. The (!. P., you know, owns 
the hill on the western side of tlje penin- 
sula. You know Vancouver was burned 
after it had fairly commenced to estab 
lisb itself on and east of the old Granville 
town site. 

Tho lire gave tho C. P., an opportunity 
of pulling the new town onto their hill*. 
With this end in view, every muscle has 
boon contracted; every device employed. 
As the government of Canada, I mean the 
C. P., they put the express, telegraph; 
post and custom offices away up on or as 
far west as their hill, As well put the 
sanio offices, in Victoria, at tho outer 
wharf. 

Those measures wore adopted to retard 
tho growth of the city eastward. The 
railway was brought so as to herd people 
up on the hill, and placed over thu mouth 
of False creek so that no ship would get 
to tho east end by that channel.

A new truck, of novel design, the pro]) 
orty of the Victoria Transfer Company,;

It. is of the style known as the "Laurie," 
now in use in all the principal cities in 
the east, and is the lirst vehicle of the 
kind introduced here.

The truck is mounted on heavy 
wheels, axles and springs, and weighs al 
together 2,820 lbs.

A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR. 

Arrival of Profesaor Goldwiti Smith— Commer- 
cial Union -Mountain Scenery, 

Professor jGSqldwiii Smith arrived in 
Victoria last evening, and was seen at 
the Driard by a representative of Thk 
Colommt. Our distinguished visitor be- 
lieves that Commercial Union — his pet 
" fad" — will bo the great question upon 
which the next election will hinge, and 
claims that its discussion is now agitating 
the people of Eastern Canada. He, re- 
gards it as but a reasonable proposition 
one that is curtain to make Cnnada's fu- 
ture a great and grand one. Only with- 
in the past few years has its practicability 
come before the people of Canada, but 
through the labors of Valancey Fuller, 
Erastus Wiinail, and others, the subject 
had been considerably threshed out. As 
to tho question as regards British Colum- 
bia, ho was not in a position to say any- 
thing, unaware as ho was from porstnal 
experience of tho capabilities of the prov- 
ince, He would judge, however, that 
Commercial Union would prove a great 
boon. 

Asked as to the C. P. R., he said its 
equipment was all that he anticipated, 
that the service was very line, and the 
arrangements excellent. Ho had, how- 
ever, to confess himself disappointed with 
the Rockies; they wore not at all tho 
" poetic mountains" he imagined, 
there was entirely too much 
sameness. The Selkirks, ho 
thought, were almost Alpine ill their 
grandeur, but ho regarded the British 
Columbia scenery, tlml along the Eraser 
river especially, as by far tho finest on 
tho route. This was indeed incompar- 
able. 

Mr. Smith will remain here about, a 
week, and will endeavor in that time to 
familiarize himself with the varied inter- 
ests, and points of vantage in and around 
thu city. Ho is not disinclined to speak 
on Commercial Union, between which and 
Unrestricted Reciprocity he says there is 
no distinction. When this question is 
finally settled ho will retire from the 
arena of controversy, and spend the rest 
of his days in collating the work of his 
life— in committing to writing the obser- 
vations of a lengthened and world-wide ex- 
perience.

A total yield in eleven days of 84:ij lbs. 
of milk, and a grand total yield of 2,233| 
lbs. of milk in ono month, from July 5th 
to A ugust 5th. 

In order to test her milk for butter it 
was set. separately for seven days from the 
cream, of which was made Kij lbs. of 
butter, well-worked, linn, gilt-edged but- 
ter, an average of 2 lbs. 5 o/.s. per day. 
Owing to the hot. weather and the man- 
ner of setting milk in common tin pans, 
fully fifteen per cent, of the cream was 
lost; and from that fact the butter test 
was not cont inued during the month. It 
isjbelieved t hat "Ania/.onia"is fully capable 
of producing three pounds of butter daily. 
The tests as given above seem almost in- 
credible when it is considered that the 
weight, of her milk for two days is equal 
to the weight of an average sized man — 
in sixteen days she gave her own weight in 
milk, and in one month as much as a span 
of horses would draw. Witnesses who 
saw the cow milked will vouch for the 
statements above given. During the test 
she was milked twice daily. For the lirst 
twenty days she had only the same care 
and food as other cows of the herd, turned 
out on the range during the day and 
turned into the pasture at night; fed twice 
daily three quartz of ground oats, but 
during the last eleven days of the test she 
was turned on good pasture anil given one 
and one-half gallons of chop at a feed.

Past and Present-Steam Upon Okanagon Lake 
-Progress of the District-Past Neglect 
—Homes for Settlers, Etc 

A quarter of a century ago tho Okana- 
gon country was well-known as tho groat 
cattle route from Washington Territory 
and Oregon to Cariboo and other centers 
of attraction. At that time a noble class 
of enterprising, venturesome nion wore to 
be found scattered through the mining 
districts of tho Pacific Coast, especially 
whore mining camps were then established 
in Cariboo, Big Bend, 'etc. Prizo essays 
were issued by Rev. R. C. G. Brown, M. 
A., A. C. Anderson, J. P., and othors; 
yet wo find very little recorded respecting 
tho portion of country in the region of 
Okanagon Lake, In later years we have 
Capt. M. W. Chittenden's "Guide" for 
British Columbia, and a government 
pamphlet, "Information for Emigrants" 
coming to British Columbia. Compar- 
atively little is said about tho Okanagon- 
Osooyos route across to the American fron- 
tier. While Rev. Mr. Brown would make 
Okanagon Lake seventy miles, Capt. Chit- 
tenden gives "about eighty miles in 
length;" it is probable that seventy-live 
miles is nearer the distance. No doubt a 
correct measurement will settle tho dis- 
pute ure long. 

The waters of Okanagon Lake have 
never been in demand for navigable pur- 
poses; the liability to stormy weather for 
canoeing caused tho natives and white 
people to prefer traveling by trail either 
upon the east or west side, and well 
beaten tracks wore followed by stockmen 
and travelers. However, a new departure 
has taken place, and tho lirst steam Used 
upon the lake was to propel Capt. Short's 
little steamer in 1880. Last season his 
boat was accidentally burned and a larger 
and better one— Phoenix-like— started 
with the opening of navigation this year. 
An accident to his boat delays Capt. 
Short at present, but ho expects to re- 
sume in a Bhort time and enjoy the 
laurels of the 

PIONEER STEAMBOAT MAN 
upon Okanagon Lake. A few mouths 
since three young and enterprising men — 
Alex. Porteous, Allen Gillies and Roland 
McDonald — formed a co-partnership to 
place a steamer upon Okanagon Lake. 
Having purchased the hull of 'the "Red 
Starr" from the Enderby Mill Co., they 
let a contract to Messrs. Pringle & 
Haniill, of Lansdowne, to remove to tlie 
head of t he lake and rebuild, making an 
addition of twenty feet, in the meantime 
the boiler and engine were ordered from 
tho celebrated manufacturers of Brant- 
ford, Out., Messrs. Waterous & Co. In 
due time a boat lifty feet long and twelve 
feet wide was launched, and the boiler, 
lti horse power, anil engine, marine inako, 
were brought from the C. P. Railway to 
tho boat and put in place. All was ready 
by July 10th, and Mr. J no. Haniill, of tho 
firm named, had the satisfaction of tindiug 
the now steamer "Okanagon" sit like a 
duck upon the water and the machinery 
work to order. .Says an old proverb, 
"If you can't be ruled by the rudder you 
will be ruined by the rock," in this case 
the steering is reliable. Thursday, 19th in 
stant, at 10 a. m., the "Okanagan" was 
ready for the lirst regular trip; besides 
half a dozen persons there were several 
tons of freight on board. Before leav- 
ing for enjoyment along the lake we 
would say that tho head of the lake, 
shaped half round, like a horse shoe, and 
width a few miles across; the warolious 
and wharf is about a quarter of a mil 
down to deep water. The Indian reserve 
contains several thousand acres." at 
and about the head of the lake; some, of 
the land being of a superior quality at'id a 
number of Indian families are apparently 
well settled, having stock, farm imple- 
ments, etc., and at this point is a church, 
under the charge of the Mission Fathers, 
w ho visit their charge from time to time 
and attend to spiritual wants. Council 
House is also located close by, where busi- 
ness meetings' are held and Indian agent 
McKay and other interested parties put 
in an appearance from time to time and

A mile or so to the north are the homos 
of Messrs. Cornelius O'Keefe and Tliomas 
Green how— pioneers in the locality. 
We believe that it, is a little over twenty- 
one years since these gentlemen metTkos. 
Wood, J. P., in Oregon, and formed 
lasting friendship. They all had reached 
this country from the east in the early 
days of the gold excitement, had boon 
operators at Cariboo, Big Bend and other 
camps. Having been reasonably 
successful as gold-seekors and 
traders they were of ono mind 
respecting the climate and advantages of 
settling down in the interior of this 
favored country. Ontario had no attrac- 
tions for Mr. O'Keefe, neither had Now 
foundland for Mr. Wood, and as to Mr, 
Groenhow tho fair roses of England were 
left behind. Like the much wandering 
Ulysses they were tired, and hero in Brit- 
ish Columbia fain would they rest, nor let 
the unexplored waste tempt them farther. 
Accordingly they purchased, ouch for him- 
self, a quantity of cattle for stock raising 
purposes, and uniting in one band drove 
toward tho north, crossing Washington 
Territory and proceeding along the trail 
to tho west of Bake Okanagon, Finally, 
after a pleasant trip for days, they reached 
the head of the lake and mutually con- 
cluded to stick their respective stakes; 
the three lived together, and their stock, 
gradually increasing, pastured upon

iii the vicinity of tho pioneer cabin. Half 
a dozen years brought increase for care 
and industry! and Mr, Wood ooucelvod 
tho idea of dividing the hand for the 
benefit of the stock. Ho soon decided to 
remove to the range at tho foot of Bong 
Lake, where ho now resides and has one 
of the best ranges extant and a large band 
of stock. He may bo classed among the 
"best fixed" in tho line of his business, 
and his Winlield Retreat is often enjoyed 
by Humorous frionds. 
• MeHsrji. Q'lfeofo' and (Ivahim) preserved, 
their lirst Intuition and from year to year 
have purchased large additions te their 
respective properties, and are now among 
the largest land ownors in the inland 
country, wdiile their large bands of stock 
roam over thousands of acres of pasture 
land.
